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In a Fortnight after this Letter was ſent, her Hysband comes to Town, and in Two Hours 
after, Newey comes to his Brother, whb ask*d him; TF he was' nor aſham'd to ſend ſuch a Let- 
ter?

without either Top or Bottom. He ridither tells ps his own Lodging, nor the Lady's Name, 
nor what Country, Town or Place ſhe liv'd in. He does not tefl us whether he went to Drey- 
ton a Foot or an Horſeback, or wherher he did not call in at her #u»:'s by the way ; becaule 
we can prove, they both went down, and came up again in Duke Cperr's Waggon, the Car- 
rier of Toſſer, which place is not above two''or three from her Aun's. ith the ſame 
Impudence, a little after, he forges a Note onder her, Mother's HanJ, where ſhe ſtiles her 
Daughter, Hannah Goodridge, and not Newey.

Newey was a Common Soldier in Germany, notwithſtanding his pretence to a Coptain, Liew- 
tenan!, and what not, as ſhall appear at large in a little time, and was one of Lord Mont s/ſe's 
Regiment of Foot, which among other Forces, went to beſicge Rhinefie/d;, where, being upon 
an Attack, he play'd ſuch a Cowardly Trick, and was ſo bafely. jeer'd and abus'd for'r, that 
he deferred, and came home by the way of Holand; where by the way he cheated a Darche 
Man, that dealt into Emg/and, by forging a Bill of Ten Pounds, upon one Sir John Newey his 
Brother, which he ſaid liv'd in Lincolns- Inn- Fields, near the Lady Rangford's ; whereas there 
was no ſuch Perton, ner any other but John Newey the Glover in Holbourn. How he ſpent 
this Money I know not, but he came back very poor, and was reliey'd by his Brother agd 
other Perſons. but finding it a great difficulty to live upon Charity, he bethought himſelfof an 
old Acquaintance of his that kept an [Intelligence Office to help Servants to places: The Wo» 
man's Name was inflow, and ſhe liv*d in Robinhood-Court jn the Strexd ; thither he weat to

After their return, they LodgYl 
at a Frenchman*s in New-ſtreet in Covent-Garden: And after that, at Mrs. Pages's near the Pound 
in St. Gite5*s;; and though he Reviles this Womaa in his Panpblt, ( for all are Whores and 
Rogues that Swear againſt him) yet upon Examination, it will be found that there is not any 
Woman of clearer Reputation in all the Neighbourhood then ſhe. , After that, this poor 
Woman went to Service, and he always caus'd her to be turn'd away, either by forbidding 
the Peopleto keep her, or by beating her ſo intollerably that ſhe could not ſtay. This courle

( as he pretended ) and paſſing under his Name, and bringing her before Juſtice Marſbal/, he 
commirted her to New Priſon. She was Bail d betore Juſtice Suh, and he thicatned him 
horribly, bur did nothing, nor appear'd at the Seffions againſt her, Upon the approach of 
che next Sefſions, he met her in the Street, and beat her ſo unmercifully, that he was like to 
Kill her; and thereupon ſhe Petition d the Juſtices at Hicks's- Hall, and procured a Bench- 
Warrant to take him bp, but he kept out of the way, till the Seſſions was over, and could 
not be found; And teeing Holl:ygworth was the Sole Evidence of the Marriage, he ſourd out 
ah Evpedicnt gin him, by means of an AQ of Parliament which had lately paſs*d, ma- 
king, it Treaſon to,been Maas in, or to Correſpond with France. Now therefore thinking himſelf 
furc, he obtains a Warrant of High Treaſon from Sir Edward Clarke, a Juſtice of the Peace in the 
City ; Hollingrorth was inform4d of it, and kept our of the way, butjhe Triumphing in his Power, 
ſearch'd the Houſe where he Lodged, with great Fury, three or four times, and once believin 
he had found him, run his naked Sword into his Bed. He likewiſe ſearched Mrs. Criſwel'”s 
Houſe near Shoreditch for him, with a Conflable, and his drawn Sword five or ſix times, 
with that Violence, that he frighted the People of the Houſe, and Minutely ſearching every 
Trunk for Papers, ſome things were carried clear away: Art length, enquiring at one Mr, 
MWeekley's a Tobacconifts near St. Dunſt ans Church, he was informed, that he was juſt gone 
out of the Shop, and happening upon him, as he was coming out of the King's Head Tavern, 
at the Corner of Chancery-lane into Fleet-ſtreer, he ſeiz'd him, and becauſe he ſtruggled, cryed 
A Traytor, a Traytor, and People coming in, he was carried into a Room, and ſecur d : VNewey, 
fent for Mr. Hatcher, who was ſo civil to moderate the Matter ; but after all, Hollingworth 
could not eſcape, till he had given a Paper under his Hand that he never Married them, But 
this it ſcems was not judged ſufficient ; for about a Week afrer, he met him paſſing through 
Fountain-Coart in Lincoln's Inn, and fcized him. again, and becauſe he ſtru Cog. 
began to call the Mob : Hoſlingworth knowing the il} conſequence of a Mob, told Fim, There 
was no occaſion, for he would go along with him, and he carried him to Mr. Hatcher's 
Chamber, and told him he muſt ſwear what he had Signed, before a Maſter in Chancery, 
Hcllingworth was amazed, and ſo thoroughly frightoed, thar he knew not what to do: But at 
laſt, conſidering that he had no way to get out of this unhappy Trouble, but by complying 
girth him, that of two Evils, the leaft was to be choſen; and that he had better ſwear it, 
than go to Newgate, and perhaps be Hang*d into the bargain ; he weat before a Maſter in 
Chancery, and accordingly making an avit, did believe he'ſhould be quiet, after ſo much 
Perſecution and Trouble, which he had ſuffered upon this Account. But it did not prove lo, 
for he Quarrell*d with his Brother and Siſter, and as ye have heard, and endeavouring to take 
away their Lives, by Lyes and falſe Witneſſes , ney Indifted him for Crimes that were 
true, and among others for having two Wives. Hoflizgworth who had lain -Dormant for 
{ome time, was again fought aſter, and refuſed to appear the firſt Seſſions, reſolving never 
ro meddle any more in a matter which had created him ſo much Trouble, and run him into 
fo many Dangers. Bur the Sefhons after, he could not eſcape, though he did what he could 
to avoid it ; for they not only ſerv*'d him with a Subpcena, byt took out my Lord Chief Juſtices 
Warrant to ſecure him, ill ſuch rime as the Tryal ſhould come on. | 

This is really the Truth of the whole Matter, and what was ſworn in Court ; and now, 
Jet all the World judge, what reaſon Newey has to complain of the Perjury. of Holingwortb, 
when this Oath was extorted in ſo forcible a manner.” If Force deſtroys the Validity of an 
Oath, as all the World does acknowledge it does, there never was a greater and plainer put 
vpon any Man, unleſs it were by -a Thief on the High-way. Princes themſelves, both in 
England ard other Countries, have frequently had Oaths impos'd upon them in Priſon, or 
other Diſtreſſes, which have always been judg'd invalid and of no force, I will only men- 
tion ons Inſtance freſh in Memory ; Charles the Second, after his Father's Murder, was called 
into Scotland, and Crown'd King, and took that 'Oath which we call the Covenant in a Solemn 
manner, 'at Edinburgh; and yet, when he came to be Reſtor'd to his Kingdoms, he took ſo 
licele notice of it, that -he immediately Eſtabliſh'd the Epiſcopal Government in Scotland, 
nor does any Man objett it as the leaſt Crime againft him. And therefore the Jadge, when 
he came to ſum up the Evidence on both ſides, Aﬀirmed, That Hollingworrhfs Oath pong 
forced and extorted, ſignified nothing at all, and was to be regarded only, as if nothing ha 
been done. 

There is another Perjury afſign'd upon him, by the Affidavit of Elizabeth Charlton, which 
is meer Forgery, and a perfe&t Caſt of his Office. Ir is very eaſy to procure Afidavits of this 
rature, and he has not found any difficulty in making one Maa forſwear himſelf in three 
Places, in the ſame Cauſe or Buſinets. Holingworth has Log'd in one Place this two Years,and 
the People of the Houſe know all his Acquaintance, which are but few, and if ſhe was us'd 
to be tent of his Errands, they muſt certainly know her. He himfelf never knew, or heard 
of any fuch Perſon; and if he can prove by the People of the Houſe, Lodgers, or any other 
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Good and Authentick Evidence, that ſuch a Perſon us'd to come to him, and is of Nis Acquain- 
tance, I am contented to be his Bond-ſlave for ever, ; 

He has a very great ſpite againſt this Holingworth, and he has ſufficiently taſted it already ; 
and here he gives him another Caſt of his Office; But it is like himſelf, full of Nonſenſe 
and ion. He ſays, he was Branded in the Shoulder in Fraxce ; and yet with the 
ſame Breath affirms, that he there ſaw him receive Prieſts Orders. Do's France give Orders to 
Branded Rogues? Thou filly Numpskul, can any one imagine they have fo little Senſe, ro 
beſtow ſuch Sacred Inſtitutions upon Perſons publickly Scandalous, and in ſo eminent and no- 
torious a Manner ? As for the Branding, it lies in his power to convince thee of Falſhood at any 
time, and *tis none of his fault, if the Court would not receive an Ocular Demonſtration. As 
for the Priefts Orders, I fancy there's a Plot in't, and he has a mind to catch him once more up- 
on an AQ of Parliament. He has miſt ing him hitherto,and now he has a mind to get x00 /. 
and Imprifon him during Life. *Tis better to play at ſmall Game than ſtand our. Bur f 
fancy he will miſs of his aim in this too; For he walks the Streets without Fear, and is in no 

n, unleſs Foxes, or Elizabeth Charleton ſhould come againft him. He is fo far from 
having receiv'd Prieſts Orderg, and abjuring his Religion in France, that he had a Wife living at 
that time, and it is well enough known that he deſerted his Religion in England a long time 
before ; and it was much about the time you beg'd about, and liv'd upon the Black Guard, 
He has deſerted his Religion in Exglazd, as you have done your Colours in Germany, and as 
yet (for any thing I can ſee to the contrary) he may be as good a Proteſtant, as you a 


As to the- Marriage of Ferreur, he makes Mole- Hills Mountains, and things that ſignifie no 
thing, of great and wonderful Importance. For he imagines, atter his moſt filly and ridicr- 
lous Fancy, that becauſe Ferreur was abſent, and the Certificare and Inditment differ'd in a. 
ſingle Letter,” (one being Ferreer and the other Ferrer) that therefore he had hard mcaſure that 
he did not come off clear, and eſcape the Puniſhment of his Crime: Ar this rate, few Crimi- 
nals would be puniſh'd, and very little Juſtice done in any Kingdom or Nation whatſoever.

Bur 
however, rhe Comfort is, his Tongue is no Slander; and if it were all the Women that he has 
any acquaintance with, would be blaſted in their Reputations, and the Governmenr it {elf 
would receive an Injury by his moſt Scandalous and Malicious Reproaches. Tn my Opint6n, 
his ill Word is areal kindneſs to any Perſon, becauſe his Shatterbrain*d Folly and Frdifcretion, 
lays him open to any Body ina little time, and when he is once known, no Body afterwards 
will believe one Word he ſays. 

He makes a mighty Noiſe about his Siſters Affidavit, that he told her he was the Perſon 
who had hung the Galfows in Mourning, upon, the Death of Queen Mary. He thinks ſhe is 
forſworn, becauſe the Word ſure is jn the Affidavit : He that underſtands not Grafnmar, is 
eafily miſtaken in Words ; He believes che Word ſure relates ro the Fact, whereas it relates 
to the Confeſſion. Poor. Man ! he underſtands not the Acception of Words, of various and 
different Signification, unleſs it relate. ro Bullying, and in that too, he always comes off by 
the worſt ; unleſs it be with Women, Witnels one Jones an Iriſh Man, who us'd to, kick him 
upand down, and pull him by the Noſe iaa publick Coffee-Houſe. 

Another Noiſe he makes is, That he had no ſhare of what was left by his Father. He 
would' make the World believe that his Father was ſome Mighty Man; whereas, God knows 


he was buta poor Bellows-maker, that Married a Wite from Bramizham, with whom he had ' 


60/. This par he hid out upon a Reverſion of 16 {. per Annum tor two Lives, - Tis true, 
hewas Careful and Induftrious, but was (however) of a Weak and Confumptive temper. 
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His Wiſe was Strong enough, but given to Drink, and a litle, ſuſpefted for I - 
however, things rn well enough while he hv'd, which Was oot vg forhe.l ed of. 
a Conſumption, leaving only two Sons, John and Joſeph : [To theſe ,he left what he had by 
Will, but his Wite being defirous to tome in for part, declared ſhe was with kald, whea 
he was upon his Death-Bed. This offended the Husband, inſ6much that he affirmed publickly 
that it could be none of his, ſince he had not known her for a ſang time before. This is eaſy to 
be Credited, becauſe of his great Weakneſs ; Yet, however, ſhe made good her Ward, tho?
